Dear  Friends: 

Greetings  to  you  from  the  Republic  of  North  California.  Soon  there  will  be  a 
little  time  to  write  letters.  With  winter,  snow  and  rain  there  is  a  release  from  the 
constant  pressure  of  out-of-door  work. 

We  are  glad  to  learn  that  the  station  is  growing  free  of  the  awful  debts.  There 
is  no  worse  kind  of  bondage  than  that  of  debt.  Once  KPFA  is  out  of  debt  we  hope 
that  never  again  will  this  station  become  a  slave  to  the  money  racket.  The  best  policy 
is  "pay  as  you  go." 

Since  last  summer  we  have  come  a  long  way.  On  Dec.  9th,  1957,  we  deposited 
the  monies  for  the  1958  county  and  Nevada  Irrigation  land  taxes  to  the  Republic 
of  North  California.  This  is  the  first  time  taxes  have  been  paid  by  us  to  our  new 
government.  The  money  was  placed  in  a  strong  box  in  the  local  Nevada  City  Bank  of 
America.  We  will  need  wait  for  time  to  pass  to  learn  what  fate  will  bring  forth.  Just 
now  we  seek  no  converts  or  followers.  People  will  need  face  the  crisis  of  our  time 
when  that  day  comes  and  change  to  constitutional  law  and  money  government  or 
perish.  Mother  Nature  and  Necessity  cause  man  to  change.  Nothing  else  can. 

We  have  chosen  as  the  national  anthem  the  world  famous  "Thus  Spake  Zara- 
thustra"  by  Richard  Strauss.  A  few  days  ago  we  wrote  to  the  birthplace  of  Strauss 
— Munich,  Germany — and  notified  that  community  of  the  honor  we  had  bestowed 
upon  their  great  son  by  choosing  his  immortal  music  for  the  national  anthem  of  the 
Republic  of  North  California.  The  "Thus  Spake  Zarathustra"  well  fits  into  the 
beautiful  conception  of  our  new  government.  It  is  our  desire  that  KPFA  some  day 
soon  can  play  this  recording  and  as  a  special  SALUTE  mention  the  high  place  we 
have  raised  the  music  to.  Zarathustra  carries  a  high  ideal,  something  our  military 
Star  Spangled  Banner  can  never  reach. 

On  Dec.  9th  we  completed  the  re-writing  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence. 
The  world  some  dav  will  be  grateful  for  the  new  meaning  we  have  given  this  historic 
document  of  liberation.  This  time  it  was  not  a  man,  but  a  women,  who  breathes  the 
fire  of  Liberty  into  the  document:  Lilly  Belle  Baima.  No  doubt  once  it  is  printed 
we  will  mail  you  a  copy.  The  Thomas  Jefferson  Declaration  of  Independence  has 
been  altered  only  in  so  much  as  is  needed  to  fit  the  needs  of  the  peonle  of  today.  You 
will  agree  that  this  Document  of  American  freedom  has  a  NEW  meaning  now. 
Another  document  concerning  the  Republic  of  North  California  now  finished  is  the 
"Proclamation  of  Emancipation."  This  too  is  very  lofty  in  its  conception  and  will 
go  down  in  history  as  a  great  stride  in  Constitutional  government.

We  are  certain  even  greater  financial  success  will  follow  for  KPFA  after  our  next 
program  in  which  we  deliver  the  two  historic  Documents  of  Liberation. 

People  the  world  over  are  straining  every  nerve  to  catch  one  word,  to  see  one 
ray  of  hope  glimmer,  anything  which  reflects  a  note  of  freedom.  People  are  all 
looking  for  something  which  can  destroy  the  threat  of  A.,  H.,  and  worse  types  of 
warfare.
